was thirty seven, 
all of whom w< re foreigners.

the sad features of tin* catastrophe Is 
the death by suffocation of Mine Boss 
Daniel Jones, an experienced miner, 


S i x t y y*ears of age. 
Jones w as one of 
the first reset» rs to enter th*> mine 
and was brought out nearly dead by 
his comrades. 
After recovering he 
w ent 
in 
a 
second 
time, 
and 
was 
brought out dead from suffocation, 
making the total death list 
thirty- 
eight. 
So far sixteen bodies have been 
taken from drift No. 25 of the Davis 
Coal and Coke company s mine at 
Thomas, and it 1r said that fully that 
many more yet remain in the mine. 
It is extrem ely dangerous to enter 
the drift 
for any considerable dis­ 
tance because of foul gases, and com- 
pressed air Is being used to ventilate 
tho shaft. 
The drift is a mile in ex­ 
tent, and it may take a day or two 
before th*> drift is c h a r enough of 
gas to allow the rescuers to recover 
th e r< st of tho bodies. 
Not until then can the real cause of 
the explosion be known. 
Those who 
are familiar with tho drift say that 
the ventilating fan has not been in 
operation since Friday. 
It is believed 
that when the men had gone into the 
drift some distance with their open 
lamps the accumulated gas exploded,

nounced late in the afternoon, It was 
the general opinion in the courtroom 
that but litth* progress had been made. 
T haw 's attorneys had endeavored in 
vain to place before the jury testi­ 
mony tending, It was said, to prove a 
strain of insanity in the collateral 
branches of the defendant's family, 
but they w ere blocked at every point 
by District Attorney Jerom e, whose 
objections w?ore upheld by the rulings 
of Ju stice Fitzgerald. 
T he d e fe n s e did, however, get be­ 
fore th e twelve men in the box the 
testim ony of an expert, that in his 
opinion H arry Thaw was “suffering 
from insanity” the night of the trag­ 
edy. 
Mr. Jerom e undertook to break 
down the evidence of the alienist, Dr. 
C. C. Wiley of Pittsburg, and for three 
hours put him through a cross-exam­ 
ination as severe as was ever heard 
In a New York court. 
The prosecutor 
was relentless In his attack, and be­ 
fore he had finished Dr. W iley protest- 
Ingly d eclared l “I did not come here 
as an expert, I came as a witness to a 
fact, and I have been converted into 
an expert without being prepared for 
it.”

The defense 
stated its purpose to draw from the 
witness the fact that his father died 
in an asylum for the insane, when Mr. 
Jerom e objected. 
He declared that 
the relationship of both the witnesses 
and his father was too far removed 
from the defendant to he competent. 
Justice Fitzgerald upheld this view of 
the m atter, saying however, that his 
ruling was subject to revision if the 
attorneys tor the defense could cite 
authorities on the subject.
